NET GOMEZ IN THE 
INGLES OF CUR,

KEY WEST, Fla., May 10.—“I want to express to the 70,000,000 of American 
people my gratitude for what they have done for poor, suffering Cuba, by recogniz- 
ing her independence,” said Gen. Maximo Gomez, when the Post-Dispatch-World 
commission reached him in the jungles of Cuba. “The news is the most welcome I 
have- heard since the war begun, Cuba will be a sister to all of the republics of 
America, but she will always be a daughter of the United States. We can never for- 
get that we owe our existence as a nation to the United Stateg. 

“I have always said,” Gen. Gomez continued, “that the United States had really 
no just ground for war with Spain until after the Spaniards blew up the Maine. 

“You Americans make a great mistake if you think that you can drive Spain off 
this island within a short time. It will take six months, at least, perhaps longer. No 
one knows better than I the ability of the Spaniards 1s fighters. 

“Do you want American infantry to help the Cubans?” 
asked. 

“We don’t want them now; perhaps we shall later on, but certainly not at pres-

“When the rainy season is beginning, as it is at present, American soldiers 
would die of fever as fast as the Spaniards have aone. 

“Then, after all, what do we want of American soldiers, anyway? If the Ameri- 
cans will only take the seaports the Cubans can take care of the rest—if they only have 
the necessary arms and’ ammunition. 

“That is what we want from the United States—ammunition, not men. 

“I am ready to change my mode of warfare. There will soon be a union of my 
forces with those of Gen. Calixto Garcia, and we expect to have some pitched battles 
with the Spanish. We shall probably move westward toward® Havana in the near 
future, but none of this can be accomplished until we have ammunition. Tell the 
Americans to send us ammunition.” 

Gen. Gomez's views regarding the landing of American troops are not shared by 
many of his officers. The majority of them told the commission that they would wel- 
come American infantry as they would Cubans. 

Next to-Gomez himself, perhaps the best informed man in the camp is Col. Bar- 
nabe Bolan, Chief of Staff. 

“The Cuban army now numbers 35,000 men,” he said. “With sufficient arms and 
ammunition it would number double that. Ten thousand of these troops are with 
Garcia in Oriente. That partis practically free. We can continue the kind of warfare 
we are waging now against Sapin for the next 20 years, but we have become awfully 
tired of it. We want to go into the open and fight. We want to drive Spain away for. 
ever. Send us some ammunition and soldiers to head the way and we will follow.” 

Reveille on Saturday morning was the hour set for the departure of the com- 
nission. As saddle girths were being adjusted, Gomez sent for me. 

“Here is a package of letters to 
Cabinet. They contain my official reply to the independence resolution. Will you see 
that they are personally delivered to the men to wlom they are addressd?” 

The Post-Dispatch-World Commission, of course, undertook the task, and now, 
in an old leather — box, the package of letters is on its way northward, swung 
over the shoulders of a Post- Dispatch-World correspondent. 

Another long, weary ride, on a tired pony, and the commission, with a detail 

of 10 cavalrymen, was on the coast again, at a point where a United States torpedo 
boat was to call for them. In spite of a forced march, we were three days later than 
the first of the six days agreed upon for our arrival, and we missed the Porter by one 
day.

THE EFFECTIVE\FORCE UNDER GOMEZ. 


KEY WEST, May 10. 

A newspaper correspondent who visited the camp of Gomez says that the in- 
surgents have now about 3500 men in the vicinity of Gomez’s camp—that is, within 
a radius of 30 miles. The best troops east of the Jucaro-Moron trocha are the di- 
vision commanded by Gen. Gonzalez. He has 800 infantry, who are well armed 
and disciplined. One company is armed with Mauser rifles which were captured 
from the Spanish. For these rifies there is but a small supply of ammunition. The 
other companies are armed with the long Remington, which throws a bullet of 
43-caliber. This is the weapon in common use among the insurgents. 

Gomez's immediate command consists of a body guard of 150 cavalry and 75 
infantry, under command of Maj. Jose Desrampes. Desrampes is an American 
from New Orleans and a good artillerist. This force of 3500 is all that are in fight- 
ing shape just at present, but if there were arms and equipments it could be swelled 
to probably 30,000. 


FITTING OUT AN EXPEDITION TO MANILA

WASHINGTON, May 10.—Every possible effort is being made by the Gov- 
ernment to hasteri the departure of the 5000 trocps to reinforce Admiral Dewey at 
Manila. Just as soon as the arrangements can be completed, the troops will be 
placed on transports at San Francisco and, accompanied by the Charleston and a 
supply ship, will sail for Manila. The Government is in hopes that the expedition 
will be able to proceed next Thursday. : 

The rumor that Gen. B. F. Tracey is to be appointed Military Governor of 
Manila lacks confirmation. It is believed that Admiral Dewey will perform all the 
functions of a Military Governor.

WASHINGTON, May 10.---The Cabinet meeting this moraing resolved itself into a council 
of war.

The intention is to mobilize from 60,000 to 75,000 men at these two points within the next ten 
days.

CHANGES MADE IN 
TROOPS’ DESTINATIONS. 


WASHINGTON, May 10.—Changes in the 
central mobilization points of the volun- 
teers from those announced by the War 
Department yesterday already have been 
made in a number of cases. These have 
been made necessary for several reasons, 
the main one being the decision reached 


to begin at once an active campaign in 
Cuba and to send troops to the Philippines. 

The troops from Montana, said Senator 
Carter who was at the War Department 
this morning, would be assigned to pro- 
ceed promptly to San Francisco for passage 
to Manila. There is a full regiment of 960 
men, fully equipped and ready for service. 
It is said also that the regiment of infantry 
from Colorado will in all probability be 
ordered to the Philippines. 

Russell Harrison, wgo has been looking 
after the interests ‘of the Indiana National 
Guard for the War apes rees. received a 
dispatch from the military secretary of 
Gov. Mount saying that two regiments of 
infantry and two batteries were fully 
equipped and ready to move. Mr. Harrison 
says this is the best record shown by any 
State. From Gov. Mount came a dispatch 
saying: 

“Any assignment of Indiana troops by 
the War Department will have my approvyai., 
They are willing to go and I am willing 
they should go where they can do the 
most good. Our quota is in first-class con- 
dition.” 

Mr. Harrison says that two regiments of 
Indiana troops and the light battery which 
were ordered to Chickamauga will go in- 
stead to New Orleans.

The night of April 21, when the American fleet first appeared off Morro Cas- 
tle, the city Was Warned by three alarm guns fired from Morro. Although the 
notice had been eXpected for several days, everybody had been hoping against 
hope that something would turn up to bring about a peaceful settlement of af- 
fairs. When the alary, was really given everybody was astounded. 

The greatest confusion prevailed, and the streets were filled with bodies of 
troops hurrying from one point to another, trying to find the positions assigned 
to them. 

Gen. Blanco issued a proclamation dividing the eftty into districts and appotnt- 
ing committees to look after the families unprotected and to keep track of ail 
men in their respective districts. 

No one is allowed to remove from one house to another without permission, 
and these committees are held responsible for any disturbance or depredations 
in their districts. They have all the power of a judge. Since then the greatest 
quiet and order have prevailed. Everybody who did not have necessary employ- 
was compelled to Work on the fortifications. This work kept their minds busy. 

For several days tiere was a feeling of suspense throughout the city, but 
that has gradually worn off, and the general feeling now ia that the sooner the 
Americans attack them the better. The Spanish element is just Quixotie 
enough to believe that they are going to have an easy victory.

The Fair Grounds management, through 
Gecretary Robert Aull, tendered the Mayor 
the use of its grounds for “Dewey Day, 
but the Mayor decided that the celebration 
had best take place in Forest Park. _ 

The location of the grand stand will be 
ust east of the Post-Dispatch Lake, on the 
ill to the west of the Cottage. The emi- 
nence will place the stand in a natural am- 
hitheater, where thousands can see and 
ear all that takes place. 

The Mayor received a call Monday evening 
from the association of colored preachers 
in the city, asking that their race be al- 
lowed to designate two speakers for the oc- 
casion. This was readily agr:ed to and the 
speakers named are Gen. J. Milton Turner, 
ex-United States Minister to Liberia under 
President Grant, and Rev. R. H, Cole, both 
well known orators. The selection of other 
speakers will probably be made Wednesday.

/—AVICTIM OF GOITRE. 


Josie Young Doomed to Almost Certain 
Death by a Rare Affliction. 


Josie Young of 1603 Olive street, who {s 
only 25 years old, is condemned toa lingering 
death by goitre in the throat, which Dr. 
Kearney of the City Dispensary pronounces 
one of the largest and most malignant that 
ever came under his observation, 

Goitre, an affection of the thyroid gland, 
he says, is rare in this country, but is com- 
mon in Switzerland, where it is attributed 
to a germ that comes from the water, lodges 
in the thyroid gland and enlarges it to enor- 
mous size, often as big as a football. In 
Switzerland, as in this country, the goitre 
is considered fatal. One of ts peculiari- 
ties that has p ed pryecens is the con- 
nection betweer#Mt and the sufferer’s brain. 
If permitted to grow the victim becomes vio- 
lently insane in some instances, while in 
others they become morosely imbecile. On 
the other hand, surgeons have been unsuc- 
cessful in removing them, as the patient gen- 
erally bleeds to death from the incision. 

The goitre in Josie Young’s throat is 
double the size of an orange, and'is rapidly 
increasing in size. Dr. earney says the 
woman's suffering is intense. He is endeav- 
oring, both by external and internal rem- 
edies to reduce the goitre, but fears that his 
patient is doomed, 


FALL OF CAMP JACKSON. 


Anniversary of a Tragedy of the Civil 
War Occurs Tuesday. 

Tuesday is the anniversary of the sur- 
render of Camp Jackson. May 10, 1861, the 
Missouri militia mobilized In the neighbor- 
hood of Olive etreet and Grand avenue, 
then a wilderness, was surrounded by Gen, 
Lyon and after they had laid down their 
arms 46 people, men, women and children, 
mostly innocent spectators, were killed by 
a volley from Lyon's men, fired under a 
misapprehension, and under whose orders 
has never been fully ascertained, 

Among those captured in the surrender 
were several whose names are etill fa- 
miliar in St. Louis, notably those of Sam- 
uel M. Kennard, Jerome Hill, Joseph Boyce, 
Benjamin Von Phul, Alexander A. Lesueur, 
Given Campbell, W. P. Barlow, A. J. P. 
Garesche and many others. 

It is a coincidence that the closing paper 
of Capt. Joseph Boyce on “The Local Mili- 
tary Organizations of St. Louls From 1800" 
should be delivered on such an anniversary. 
It will be read Tuesday night before the 
Missourt Historical Society, 1609 Locust 
street.

Wendling will deliver his famous lecture 
on “Stonewall Jackson” for the benefit of 
the Women’s Christian Home, “Summer 
Rest.”’
